KINGSTON 
The Bu ick garage p u rchase p ro p o sal has trav eled a b u mp y 
ro ad since it first su rfaced six y ears ago b u t after o ne ho u r 
o f steady deb ate Thu rsday night the Ulster Co u nty Legisla­ 
tu re finally smo o thed the way fo r acq u istio n o f the site with 
two v o tes mo re than needed fo r p assage, (19-13). 
The p ro p erty , which is adjacent to the Co u nty Office 
Bu ilding in Up to wn Kingsto n, will b e p u rchased fo r $235 ,000 
fro m Co nrad Gro ss with the u se o f rev enu e sharing fu nds. 
Prio r attem p ts to p u rchase thesite at a higher p rice went 
do wn to defeat. The last p ro p o sal inclu ded no t o nly the 
Bu ick Garage b u t a 3,000-sq u are fo o t b rick o ffice b u ilding 
which will b e u sed to ho u se the Pro b atio n Dep artment. 
The garage is to b e demo lished and a p aid p arking lo t will 
b e installed fo r u se b y residents o f the co u nty wishing to u se 
the serv ices p ro v ided in the Co u nty Office Bu ilding. 
Called a p o litical issu e in recent day s du e to criticism o f 
the p ro p o sal b y May o r Francis H. Ko enig, three Demo cratic 
city legislato rs and sev eral o rganizatio ns, the final v o te o f 


19 to 13 sho wed memb ers o f the b o ard in and o u t o f the city 
cro ssing p arty lines to v o te what they felt their co nstitu ents 
wanted. The p ro p o sal was p resented b y the b i-p artisan 
co u nty b u ilding co mmittee, Ro b ert H. Khu lmann (R-Dist, 
7 ), chairman. 
Demo cratic City Legislato r James Gilp atric, a memb er o f 
that co mmittee, was theo nly o ne o f six city legislato rs to 
ap p ro v e the measu re. The o thers were generally o p p o sed to 
the remo v al o f the p ro p erty fro m the tax ro lls. 
Gilp atric, like tho se who agreed the p u rchase was b o rne 
o u t o f need, said he p o lled many p erso ns and ab o u t 7 5 
p ercent were in fav o r. He p o inted o u t that to tal tax es o n 
the p ro p erty amo u nted to $4 ,084 .7 0, that the p resent 
co ngestio n in the area co nstitu tes a fire hazard fo r the 
co u nty b u ilding o ccu p ants and that if needed in the fu tu re, 
an additio n to the p resent b u ilding co u ld b e added ab o v e 
the p arking lo t. 
An attemp t to refer the p ro p o sal fo r a 30-day stu dy du ring 
which time co u nty emp lo y es wo u ld hav e limited access to 
p arking aro u nd the co u nty b u ilding was made b y Lo u is 


Klein (D-Dist. 6) and defeated 18-14 . 
Mino rity leader Dr. Gerald P. Go rman, (D-City ) ano ther 
o p p o nent o f the p ro p o sal, also su ggested that mo re stu dies 
b e co ndu cted inclu ding the feasib ility o f p arking at Dietz 
Stadiu m and transp o rting emp lo y es in mini-b u ses. 
Many legislato rs rep resenting districts o u tside the city 
said they had receiv ed little o r no p ho ne calls in o p p o sitio n 
to the p u rchase and su ggested that their co nstitu ents were 
tired o f the co ngestio n and need to circle the b lo cks aro u nd 
the Co u nty Bu ilding in o rder to find p arking. They inclu ded 
Phip ip Dav is (R-Dist. 5 ), Lester C. Elmendo rf (R-Dist. 2), 
Majo rity leader Ernest J. Gardner (R-Dist. 5 ), C. Freeman 
Lasher (R-Dist. 1), S. Ro b ert Kelder (R-Dist. 5 ), Chairman 
Peter J. Sav ago (R-Dist. 8), andTho mas Ro ach (R-Dist. 8). 
Ku hlmann called the p u rchase “ go o d b u siness" and 
Sav ago , ex p lained that rev enu e sharing fu nds were b eing 
u sed b ecau se they are intended fo r cap ital p ro jects. 
Op p o nents, inclu ding Go rman, ex p ressed co ncern fo r the 
eco no my say ing, “ we sho u ld no t b u y ev en o ne u nnecessary 
p encil.” 
ftke Pailn Jtmman 
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Glenn Deb ro sky (R-Dist. 6 ) who v o ted the p ro p o sal do wn, 
said he felt his co nstitu ents do n’t mink walking a distance 
to the b u ilding. Ano ther District 6 legislato r, lewis C. 
Kirschner, a Demo crat, felt the p rice was to high and 
Eu gene Perry (D-City ) su ggested that emp lo y es u se the 
city ’s p arking garage and keep the lo ts o p en aro u nd the 
Co u nty Office Bu ilding. 
Others v o ting in fav o r o f the p u rchase inclu ded: I/» u is 
Bev ier (R-Dist. 8), Lewis Hall (R-Dist. 5 ), Step hen Hy att

Mr. and Mrs. Ray mo nd Yerko v ich o f Lake 
Katrine, who se six -y ear o ld dau ghter was 
ab du cted b y her natu ral father a week b efo re 
Christmas, are no w issu ing a p u b lic ap p eal 
to the Ulster Co u nty legislatu re and District 
Atto rney Francis J. Vo gt to take the neces­ 
sary legal step s to ex p edite the girl’s retu rn. 
At an emo tio n-filled p ress co nference at 
the Yerko v ich ap artment Thu rsday after­ 
no o n, the co u p le charged that the district 
atto rney has p laced mo netary asp ects o f the 
case ab o v e co nsideratio ns fo r the child’s 
health and well-b eing. 
“ We hav e no idea where Jo anna is o r what 
p hy sical co nditio n she’s in,“said Yerko v ich. 
His wife, try ing in v ain to ho ld b ack tears, 
added, “ I do n’t ev en kno w if my dau ghter is 
dead o r aliv e.” 
The case essentially b egan in Au gu st o f 
197 3 when Mr. and Mrs. Yerko v ich, newly 
married mo v ed to the Kingsto n area. At 
ab o u t that same time, Franklin Pierce, the 
girl’s natu ral father, institu ted p ro ceedings 
in Ulster Co u nty Family Co u rt to gain 
cu sto dy o f the child o r at least to b e awarded 
v isitatio n rights. 
Hearings were held b efo re Ulster Co u nty 
Family Co u rt Ju dge Hu gh L. Elwy n o n 
March 25 -27 , delay ed o v er the su mmer 
b ecau se Mrs. Yerko v ich gav e b irth to ano th­ 
er dau ghter, and then co nclu ded o n Sep t. 11 
and 13. 
On Dec. 4 , Ju dge Elwy n awarded Pierce 
v isitatio n rights o n alternate weekends and 
fo r a 30-day p erio d each su mmer. 
On Dec. 20-—a Friday —Pierce to o k adv an­ 
tage o f his v isitatio n rights fo r the first time. 
He went to the Yerko v ich ap artment, to o k 
his dau ghter, and dro v e away . Mr. and Mrs. 
Yerko v ich hav en’t seen their child since. 
In Janu ary , an Ulster Co u nty Grand Ju ry 
indicted Pierce fo r first degree cu sto dial 
interference, a Class E felo ny . Bu t effo rts b y 
p o lice fro m New Yo rk to Flo rida hav e failed 
to ap p rehend Pierce o r reco v er the child. 
Mr, and Mrs. Yerko v ich no w b eliev e that 
o nly the FBI has the reso u rces to lo cate 
Pierce and Jo anna. Bu t they co ntend that 
actio ns b y the district hav e delay ed FBI 
inv o lv ement in the case. 
Acco rding to Jo sh Ko p lo v itz, atto rney fo r 
Mr. and Mrs. Yerko v ich, "The FBI will co me 
into the case p ro v ided the district atto rney 
agrees to institu te ex traditio n p ro ceedings 
wherev er the girl is fo u nd.” Yerko v ich claims 
Vo gt is relu ctant to make that co mmitment 


b ecau se o f the p o ssib le ex p ense ex traditio n 
fro m a fo reign co u ntry might inv o lv e. 
The district atto rney , ho wev er, say s that 
is no t tru e. 
“The FBI has made no su ch co mmitment 
at all,” Vo gt to ld the Freeman, “ If the FBI 
giv es me a co mmitment that they will get 
inv o lv ed, then I’ll go to the Ulster Co u nty 
legislatu re, acq u aint it with the facts, and 
see if they will co mmit whatev er mo ney is 
needed fo r ex tradi tio n. Bu t I do n’t feel it’s 
my p lace to co mmit the co u nty to that 
ex p ense witho u t the legislatu re's ap p ro v al.” 
Mr. and Mrs. Yerko v ich do n’t agree with 
Vo gt’s p o sitio n. "The issu e sho u ld b e the 
sfety and welfare o f the child,” said the 
father, 
“ no t 
mo ney . 
It 
wo u ld 
b e 
u n- 
fo rgiv eab le if mo ney is the o nly hangu p .” 
Vo gt insists, ho wev er, that mo ney is no t 
the o nly co nsideratio n. He has ex p ressed 
v ery stro ng do u b ts that Ulster Co u nty co u ld 
ex tradite Pierce if he is fo u nd in a fo reign 
co u ntry . 
“I ho nestly do n’t see any p o ssib ility o f 
su ccess,” said Vo gt, "In my o p inio n, ex tradi­ 
tio n fro m a fo reign co u ntry wo u ld fail.” 
The district atto rney , ho wev er, has p ro m­ 
ised to institu te ex traditio n p ro ceedings it 
Pierce is lo cated any where in the United 
States. “ Bu t when y o u ’re talking ab o u t 
ex traditio n fro m a fo reign co u ntry ,” he said, 
"y o u co u ld b e talking as mu ch as $10,(X)0, 
and there’s no gu arantee o f su ccess. Bu t if 
the legislatu re is willing to co mmit the 
mo ney , I’ll do ev ery thing I can.” 
Mrs. Yerko v ich, ho wev er, is co nv inced 
that her child’s life is in jeo p ardy . “That 
man (Pierce) will do any thin to destro y my 
life,” she said, "He do esn’t hav e any feelings 
fo r Jo anna, When he came here to p ick her 
u p , he had to b o dily carry her o u t to the 
ap artment. She was kicking and screaming.” 
Yerko v ich no ted that Co ngressman H am ­ 
ilto n Fish Jr. has called o n the Ju stice 
Dep artment and the FBI to take an interest 
in the case, and they feel his influ ence may 
b e help fu l. Assemb ly man Mau rice Hinchev 
attended Thu rsday ’s p ress co nference, and 
p ro mised to do what he co u ld to help . 
Bu t fo r no w, Mr. and Mrs. Yerko v ich are 
lo o king to Ulster Co u nty fo r help . “We 
didn’t want Pierce to hav e v isitatio n p riv i­ 
leges, b u t Ju dge Elwy n allo wed it and no w 
o u r dau ghter is missing.” said Yerko v ich, 
“fro m the b eginning we’v e had to p u sh and 
p ro d any o ne who might b e help fu l. No w all 
we’re asking is that the co u nty sp end so me 
mo ney fo r the life o f a child.”

Lo cal residents said Thu rsday the FBI has 
ex amined the two sto ry ho u se o n a ru tted dirt ro ad 
b etween Ho nesdale and Carb o ndale. 
Hilda Lo ckwo o d, p o stmistress fo r So u th Canaan 
and o wner o f a lo cal sto re, said sev eral "hip p ie 
ty p es" rented the ho u se last y ear. 
She said the p erso ns indicated they were writers. 
Mrs. Lo ckwo o d said the FBI came to the sto re 
Wednesday and "asked me if I had seen them (the 
fu gitiv es) aro u nd. They had p ictu res o f the b o y s 
and girls." 
Mrs. Lo ckwo o d said, ho wev er, she was u nab le to 
identify the p erso ns in the ho u se fro m any o f the 
p ictu res. 
The small ho u se, lo cated a half mile fro m a hard­ 
to p ro ad, is su rro u nded b y o v ergro wn fields. A 
washing machine lay ru sting o n o ne side o f the 
stru ctu re, and a b ro ken swing set is at the b ack. 
Cu rtains hang o n the windo ws inside. 
The name "Scho tt" is stenciled o n the mailb o x 
in fro nt, b u t the ho u se rep o rtedly is o wned b y 
Timo thy O’Su lliv an, a New Yo rk City fireman. 
The San Francisco Ex aminer, edited b y Ran­ 
do lp h Hearst, Patricia’s father, said Miss Hearst’s 


fingerp rints were fo u nd in a tarmho u se in N o rth­ 
eastern Pennsy lv ania alo ng with tho se o f fello w 
fu gitiv e s W illia m and E m ily H a rris and 
J a p a n e s e A m e r i c a n a r t i s t W end y M isako 
Yo shimu ra. 
"The FBI to ld me a co u p le o f weeks ago they had 
reaso n to b eliev e she had b een o n a farm in 
Pennsy lv ania," Hearst said Thu rsday in San 
Francisco . "It is a co ld trail. It was last su mmer 
o r late su mmer. I do n’t kno w, q u ite a while ago ." 
He also q u o ted the agents as say ing "they do n’t 
kno w where she is no w.” 
The rep o rt o f Miss Hearst’s p resence to u ched o ff 
a grand ju ry inv estigatio n o f charges she was 
harb o red illegally in Pennsy lv ania last y ear. 
The p anel, ho wev er, failed to hand do wn an 
indictment Thu rsday and was discharged p ending 
fu rther dev elo p ments. 
U.S. Atto rney Jo hn Co tto ne o f the Middle 
District o f Pennsy lv ania said federal atto rney s did 
no t reco mmend any indictments in the case. 
"A lo t mo re inv estigatio n mu st b e do ne b y the 
FBI,” he said. 
One grand ju ry witness sp o ke b riefly o n the step s 
o f the federal co u rtho u se Thu rsday after testify ing. 
He identified himself as Jay Weiner, 20, o f Phila­ 
delp hia, and gav e no indicatio n o f his p o ssib le 
co nnectio n with the case. 
Weiner refu sed to div u lge his testimo ny b u t 


indicated he faced a p riso n term it he refu sed to 
testify o r p erju red himself. 
He then added what seemed to b e a message to 
Miss Hearst: 
"T o Tania, Teko , Yo landa and all my sisters and 
b ro thers u ndergro u nd o r in p riso n, I ho p e y o u are 
safe and alert.” 
It has also b een learned that federal agents hav e 
q u estio ned b asketb all star Bill Walto n in their 
inq u iry into the Hearst case, acco rding to the Lo ng 
Island newsp ap er N'ewsday . 
In a co p y writed sto ry in to day ’s editio ns, News- 
day said Walto n “ has b een q u estio ned b y the FBI 
ab o u t the thereab o u ts o f Patricia Hearst..." 


“Of p articu lar interest to the FBI is Wa lto n's 
clo se friend and ro o mmate. Jack Sco tt, who 
Califo rnia so u rces clo se to the case say may hav e 
b een in to u ch with Miss Hearst and the o thers and 
who may no w b e in her co mp any ," the p ap er said. 


"The so u rces say that Walto n’s Po rtland ho me 
has b een u nder su rv eillance and Walto n’s father 
has b een su b p o ened to ap p ear b efo re a grand ju ry 
in San Francisco ,” the p ap er co ntinu ed 


N’ewsday said that Sco tt was a majo r su b ject in 
the q u estio ning o f witnesses b y a Harrisb u rg, Pa., 
grand ju ry lo o king into whether Miss Hearst was 
harb o red illegally in that area. 
The Genera l Rema ins Unreco nstructed 


Vietnam and $222 millio n fo r 
Camb o dia. 
"We seem to b e p u nishing 
o u r friends while rewarding 
o u r enemies,” he said. 
Co ngress sho wed little in­ 
clinatio n to change its mind. 
T he S e n a t e D e m o c ra tic 
Cau cu s v o ted 35 -8 Thu rsday 
against sending any aid to 
emb attled Phno m Penh. The 
Ho u se 
Demo cratic 
cau cu s 
v o ted 18 9-4 9 W ed nesd ay 
against 
any aid 
to

Camb o dia o r So u th Vietnam. 
These reso lu tio ns do no t hav e 
the fo rce o f law b u t can b e

mine Haip ho ng Harb o r and 
that the President do esn’t 
hav e au tho rity to u se tactical 
air and B5 2 strikes to hit the 
Co mmu nist su p p ly lines.”

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Fed Boss Admits Failure on $$ Goal 


U P I 
The Federal Reserve, accused of contributing to hig h unemployment by 
restraining the nation’s money supply, really doesn't have that much control 
over the economy, Fed Chairman Arthur F. Burns says. 
Burns admitted Thursday in testimony before the Senate Budg et Commit­ 
tee that the Fed had failed to achieve its g oal of increasing by 5 to 7 percent 
the amount of money in circulation in cash and in checking accounts. 
L ater, in a reg ular weekly report, the Federal Reserve of New York said 
the nation's money supply continued to decline, falling 0.1 percent to a four- 
week averag e of $284.4 billion. 
Critics of the Fed claim that the Fed has not tried hard enoug h to pump 
money into the nation’s sag g ing economy and that its tailure to meet even 
its own g oals has prolong ed the recession and made it more severe. 
The money supply, many economists say, needs to be increased faster to 
make more money available for business expansion, which would create jobs 
and help spur economic recovery, prolong ed and intensified the recession. 
Burns told the Senate committee, however, the Fed’s influence was vastly 
overstated. 
“ We don’t control the money supply,” he said. “ After that it all depends 
on the hanks and che private economy.” 
In a rtdated development pointing to lower interest rates, the Fed said loan 
demand at major New York hanks fell $424 million this week after increasing 
$181 million last week and $504 million a year ago. 
Loan demand normally shrinks in a recession as businesses cut hack in their 
borrowing for expansion. But at the same time, it means the prime interest 


rate for business loans will decline even further than it has in recent weeks. 
The nation's larg est commercial bank. Bank of America of San Francisco, 
last week lowered its prime to 7 -1« per-cent. The prime had been as hig h 
as 12 percent last fall. 
In other developments: 
— The four U.S. automakers said early March sales came within 3 percent 
of matching last year’s energ y depressed levels. But they sti^ were at a 14- 
vear low. (»M’s sales were up 23 percent and Chrysler s were up 1 percent, 
hut Ford Motor's sales were down 35 per-cent and American Motor’s 22 
percent. 
— L ihbey-Owens-Ford Co., a major supplier to CM, said it is canceling a 
planned two-week layoff of 4,000 g lass workers because of “ recent optimism” 
about auto production. 
— Despite a slump in car sales, retail sales rose 1 per-cent last week over 
the prior week and 7 per cent over a year ago, the Commerce Department 
said. The yearly g ain actually represents a decline in volume when inflation 
of 12 percent is taken into account. 


— (ieneral Klectric said it is idling for one week 11,000 of its 12.(XM> 
production workers at its L ouisville, Ky., appliance plant because ol the 
“ sales lag stemmming for the current economic situation. 


— The Pillsbury Co. reduced prices an averag e 10 percent on 27 biscuit and 
roll items sold in dairy cases. “ We’re g iving up some profitability in the hope 
that volume will make up the difference.” said James R. Peterson.

He had deducted $199,153 
from his federal income tax 
for donating the papers to the 
Minnesota Historical Society. 
The former vice president 
will have to pay taxes on the

Humphrey has not received 
a hill from the IRS, and a 
spokesman said: "I can’t even 
g ive you a ballpark fig ure” on 
the amount he must pay. 
Humphrey’s writeoff was 
invalidated because of a rul­ 
ing that disallows deductions 
for donations that impose re­ 
strictions. 
In a statement, Humphrey 
said “ restrictions on access 
were necessary for a period, 
simply because these papers 
contain personal correspon­ 
dence with heads of state, 
classified information as de­ 
fined by federal law, and cer­ 
tain other personal and con­ 
fidential documents.” 
Humphrey has a contract 
with 
the 
Minnesota

torical Society which restricts 
public access to the papers for 
25 years from the date the 
ag reement was sig ned in 1966 
m i d w a y 
t h r o u g h 
Humphrey’s vice presidential 
term. 
Under the contract, 
scholars and others must get 
Humphrey’s permission to in ­ 
spect the papers. 


The IRS beg an auditing af­ 
ter Humphrey disclosed in 
December 1973 he claimed 
the deductions and planned 
to claim another $110,322 on 
future tax returns. 
“ The only issue was the 
restriction on access,” Hum ­ 
phrey said. "The papers were 
all delivered within the terms 
of the law.” 
Humphrey’s case was not 


similar to former President 
Richard Nixon’s tax troubles. 
In Nixon’s case, the IRS 
denied 
the deductions for 
donations of his papers to the 
National 
Archives 
because 
the deed had been backdated 
to evade a 1969 law which 
outlawed the tax deduction. 
The decision cost Nixon near­ 
ly 
$500,000, 
including 
in ­ 
terest.

Kissinger 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger is off once 
again on a round of “ shuttle diplomacy" in the 
Middle East, interspersed with a side trip to 
Turkey to try to settle problems there. This 
focuses renewed interest on what might be called 
the Kissinger phenomenon. 
The secretary’s prestige has clearly declined 
somewhat in recent times. While he still enjoys 
unparalleled attention from the news media, 
some of t his attention is beginning to turn against 
him. For this he is partly to blame. 
Kissinger has brought back to the workings of 
international politics an energetic and consistent 
interest in negotiation. He will take no part in a 
strategy of merely letting things take their course. 
Perhaps for that reason more than any other has 
the situation in the Middle East remained rela­ 
tively stable, with further negotiated settlement 


on the horizon. 
Many observers feel, however, that Kissinger 
has too much control over American foreign 
policy. Some members of Congress have been 
arguing that such control is undemocratic, in­ 
dicative of the trend in U.S. government over the 
past 40 years, and that it must be curbed. 
A further assessment is beginning to torm. 
Much of what the secretary has done can be 
assessed in positive terms, but at the same time 
there are indications of an unwillingness to 
accept blame for failures. Kissinger has hinted 
more than once that when such failures occur 
they can be attributed to congressional or public 
meddling, press snooping, or intransigent foreign 


leaders. 
Kissinger s warnings that the fall of Cambodia 
would be the fault of Congress, that the failure 
of the U.S.-Soviet trade bill was caused by Sen. 
Henry Jackson’s insistence on a tie-in with 
Jewish emigration, are two notable illustrations 
of this tendency. The petulant threat of resigna­ 
tion over the wiretapping disclosures suggests 
that unyielding ego is almost as much an element 
in Kissinger's foreign policy as his wit, urbanity 


• and skillful diplomacy. 
It might be well for the secretary to take a 
vacation, if not in the literal sense then at least 
in the sense of adopting a lower profile. When too 
much attention is focused on a public iigure, 
tougher scrutiny may take place where casual 
observation existed before. This process has 
already set in, and Kissinger's incessant travel 


only feeds it.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Enticing Suspected Narcotics Agents

W A SH IN G TO N — In their zeal to nail crooked narcotics 
agents, federal inspectors have used W atergate-style tactics, 
which have violated the laws they sought to enforce. 
One detective, accused of taking a bribe in a dubious case, 
was told he had three choices: He could cooperate with the 
inspectors, take his chances on a prison term or commit 
suicide. He shot him self to death after pleading* his in­ 
nocence in a suicide note. 
We have uncovered several elaborate hoaxes, which were 
developed by the inspectors to entrap agents. Som etim es, 
the inspectors actually instigated crim es to determine 
whether suspected lawmen would take bribes. 


The overz.ealous inspectors used 
bugged 
inform ants, 
phony identification papers and other tactics rem iniscent of 
the notorious White House plum bers. 
The questionable cases seem 
to center upon 
Andy 
Tartaglino, the soft-spoken, bespectacled former No. 2 man 
at the Drug Enforcement Adm inistration. It was T artaglino, 
for exam ple, who m ade the fatal suicide suggestion. 
His supporters describe him as a “ brilliant and in­ 
novative" investigator. But we have learned that his tactics 
have forced the government to drop the prosecution of at 
least half a dozen cases. 
In one case, a narcotics agent was provided with a phony

identity and two loaded pistols. He was purposely arrested 
on a firearm s charge. Then he bribed a New York assistant 
district attorney to help him heat the rap. 
Ju d ge Henry Friendly threw out the case on jurisdictional 
grounds. But he also scolded Tartaglino and the prosecutors 
for attem pting "to set up a federal crime. 
Declared 
the judge: 
"W e do not 
at all share the 
governm ent’s pride in its achievem ent of causing the bribery 
of a state district attorney by a scheme which involved lying 
to New Y’ork police officers and perjury before New York 
judges and grand jurors.” 
The court records in another case charge that an under­ 
world informant, working with Tartaglino, “ violated the 
federal narcotics laws without being arrested for the vio­ 
lation and was arrested for other crim inal acts but not 
prosecuted." 
The inform ant, was used to get evidence against two 
narcotics agents. T artaglino’s conduct of the investigation, 
according to our sources, led to a suspended sentence for one 
of the defendants. 
The m ild-m annered Tartaglino, while acknowledging his 
role in these investigations, told us the prosecutors m ade the 
decision to go ahead. 
We sent our associate Bob Owens to New York ( *ty to 
check out the suicide case, which involved a New York police 
detective nam ed Jo e N unziata. Ironically, N unziata wasn t 
the target of the investigation. Tartaglino merely wanted to 
bring pressure on him to cooperate. 
t 
At government expense, T artaglino flew a former infor­ 
m ant, Carlo Dandolo, to the United S tates from Italy. 
Dandolo was given 12 gram s of rare, pure heroin belonging 
to the government. By a complex set of circum stances, he 
was arrested and wound up in the custody of N unziata and 
his partner. 
Tartaglino instructed Dandolo to attem pt to bribe the 
officers. The first attem pt, say our sources, was rejected. But 
subsequently, they accepted the bribe. They were playing 
along with Dandolo, they claim ed, in order to make a case 
against him. 
But Tartaglino, according to our sources, brought intense 
pressure on N unziata to cooperate with the investigation. 
Our sources said Tartaglino told N unziata his police career 
was finished, winding up with the three options. N unziata 
could cooperate, face jail or com m it suicide. He sat down 
and wrote a three-page letter in longhand. 
“ I dedicated my life to my jo b ,” he wrote. “ I’ve also 
ignored my fam ily to a point of disgust on my part . . . I 
have two children whom I love and a wife 1 adore.” 
The charge that he had accepted a bribe from ('arlo 
Dandolo, he declared, was an “ insult.” 
“ Now, though, 
I know it was all a hoax on (the 
governm ent’s) part, to m ake it appear as if we accepted a 
gratuity from C .D . T h at, my friends, is an insult so severe 
that I will not allow this em barrassm ent to affect this job 
or anyone I’ve ever been associated w ith." 
They had fed Dandolo a line, N unziata said, in order to 
nail him. “ Any conversation that was had with C .D . was 
total lies . . . I hate to disappoint anyone, but it was all lies. 
I m u st’ve really been convincing, that would only prove how 
effective I was in my jo b .” 
N unziata said he “ had been driven to this point of no 
return. Nothing was done, was done with crim inal intent.” 
Then he killed him self.

Footnote: T artaglino confirmed that he had raised the 
suicide option, hut said the version given by our sources was 
"o u t of context.” Another witness, who heard T artagbn o’s 
diatribe against N unziata, told us: “ In view of what 
happened, it sounds more sinister than what the facts would 
support.” But other sources said T artaglino’s handling of 
N unziata was severe.

Israel's Staggering Defense Budget 


J E R U S A L E M —T h e e x ­ 
orbitant cost of raising its , 
military power to a point 50 
percent higher than before 
the October war of 19 73 in 
such major categories as b at­ 
tle tanks has placed Israel in 
a precarious economic crisis, 
by far the worst in a 27 -year 
history studded with finan­ 
cial problem s. 
One predictable im pact: an 
a t t a c k on h igh m ilita r y 
spending by worried econo­ 
m ists and planners in Prime 
M in iste r Y’ itzh ak R a b in ’s 
government. Indeed, there is 
reason to believe that Rabin 
himself, who was chief of the 
general staff in the brilliantly 
fought six-day war of 19 6 7, is 
convinced that the $4 billion 
defense budget — approx- 


iam tely one-half the gross na­ 
tional product — is far too 
high and is quietly trying to 
cut it. 
“ There is a huge argument 
now going on inside our gov­ 
ernment about the size of the 
military’ budget," a top gov­ 
ernment economist told us. 
“ What we desperately need is 
more civilian control, an over­ 
sight com m ittee to study real 
defense needs. We need a 
control mechanism to rein in 
P e r e s ’’ (D efen se M in ister 
Shimon Peres). 
Peres 
him self intends to 
meet this defense-cut cam ­ 
paign head on. He told us 
that even if a second-stage 
Israeli withdrawal from Sinai 
succeeds and Egypt pledges 
some

erency, the defense budget for 
19 76 would still remain at the 
just-under $4 billion level set 
for 19 75. 
» 
Given the battle-front con­ 
ditioning of four m ajor wars 
since indepedence, the voters 
might follow Peres and not 
the budget-cutters if the issue 
goes public. The economist 
now pushing for a civilian 
oversight com m ittee half con­ 
ceded that fact. 
"W e are willing to sacrifice 
our well-being 
if we have 
to,"h e told us, “ but not our 
being.” 
The sacrifice of well-being 
is pervasive and harsh, and

traordinary political courage 
in forcing his country to do 
what has to be done, given

Businessmen’s Seminar

KINGSTON 
Bad check losses, estimated at $7 00 million in 197 3, rose 
to $1 billion last y ear. What the bu sinessman can d o to 
protect himself against “Paperhanging” was the topic of the 
crime prev ention seminar sponsored by the Kingston Up­ 
town Bu sinessmen’s Association Thu rsd ay night in the 
Gov ernor Clinton Hotel. 
Speakers from the Small Bu siness Ad ministration (SBA) 
local law enforcement agencies, and the Rond ou t National 
Bank reiterated one time, “Know y ou r end orser," as a 
means of prev enting losses to bad checks. 
Jerry Berman, training team su perv isor for the New York 
District office of SBA, told the au d ience of local bu si­ 
nessmen that "Bu siness crimes combined accou nt for $15 
billon annu ally . A tax rebate of that amou nt cou ld tu rn the 
recession arou nd ." Berman noted that su permarkets, fre­ 
qu ent targets of bad check "paperhangers,” frequ ently 
operate on profit margins as low as one percent and that the 
loss of $1 to a bad check means the store has to make an 
ad d itional $100 in sales ju st to break ev en on that trans­ 
action. 


Berman introd u ced a 15 -minu te film, "The Paper- 
hangers,” an amu sing film with a seriou s u nd erly ing 
message for the retail merchant who accepts checks as 
pay ments. The film d escried method s u sed by professional 
bad check passers and d escribed method s that can be u sed 
to cu t losses to them. Inclu d ed in the mov ie was a secretly 
filmed episod e in which a man with a record of sev eral bad 
check conv ictions d emonstrated (with police cooperation) 
how easy it was for him to pass a spu riou s check in a market 
he had nev er v isited before. 


Albert E. Teetsel, assistant cashier of Rond ou t National 
Bank, d escribed training of bank employ es in hand ling 
check cashings, inclu d ing sev eral method s that can be u sed 
by merchants too. Noting that forgery is on the Increase in 
this area (5 ,230 bad checks last y ear) he showed a film, 
"B attle of W its," d epicting the method s u sed by forgers to 
steal, alter and cash trav elers checks. Teetsel also noted that 
senior citizens are often v ictimized by crooks and told of 
arrangements being mad e in some places for gov ernment 
checks to be mailed d irectly to recipient’s bank accou nt to 
prev ent theft. 
District Attorney Francis J. Vogt d iscu ssed the legal 
aspects of bad check crimes. His office receiv es abou t 50 
complaints a week bu t d oes not prosecu te in most cases 
becau se the passer u su ally makes good when arrested . Vogt, 
warning that his office “is not a bill collecting agency ," 
ad d ed that in some cases his office wants to prosecu te 
becau se the accu sed has a history of bad checks and asked 
merchants for their cooperation in su ch cases. 
Carl Rea, chairman of the Uptown bu sinessmen’s Crime 
Seminar Committee, said that fu rther seminars are planned . 
The nex t, tentativ ely sched u led for early May , will consid er 
ju v enile crime. Rea introd u ced Thomas Johnson, d irector of 
the Ju v enile Aid Bu reau of the Ulster Cou nty Sheriff’s 
Department, who briefly d escribed his bu reau ’s work. 
Johnson warned that ju v enile crime is increasing in the area 
and said law enforcement officials find themselv es d ealing 
with a new breed of ju v enile criminal with no sense of 
responsibility . 
The session closed with the fou r speakers forming a panel 
to reply to qu estions form the au d ience, which d ealt mostly 
with method s av ailable to the retail merchant to cu t d own 
on bad check losses.

New Evidence in Murder Trial

K IN G ST O N 
I'he third murder trial of Gerald McGivern and Charles 
Culhane entered its fifth day of testimony by prosecution 
witnesses today with the introduction of new evidence 
discovered only last fall in the more than six-year-old case. 
BC I Investigator Frank Petraglia told the jury that a new- 
examination last October of the car in which two died 
resulter in the discovery of a previously unaccounted for 
bullet fired during the alleged escape attempt. 
Petraglia said that previously only six or seven bullets 
allegedly fired had been found and explained that his search 
turned up the missing bullet beneath the rear seat. 
Following Petraglia to the witness stand was state police 
lab chemist Dennis Kebabjian, who testified concerning 
tests done on blood stains on clothing worn by those in the 
car. Kebabjian said new tests done last fall on clothing worn 
by the defendants showed a different bhx>d type than shown 
in tests done in 1968. The significance of the new evidence 
on the bl(x)dstains was not immediately clear. 


On Thursday, former Westchester County Deputy Sheriff 
Joseph Singer, who survived the alleged Sept. 13, 1968 
escape attempt on the Thruway near Plattekill in whih 
Deputy Sheriff William Fitzgerald and inmate Robert 
Bowerman died, was recalled to the witness stand by the 
defense. He testified briefly concerning his recollection of a 
conversation with former Senior BC I Investigator Charles 
Teelon two weeks after the incident and concerning an 
application for disability retirement as a result of the 
incident. Singer was on the stand three days previously. 
Also recalled to the stand Thursday was BC I Investigator 
John Salters, who testified that he took from Bowerman's 
body at the county morgue a security belt which had been 
cut. 


Most of the testithony Thursday afternoon was heard from 
Teelon, who was in charge of the investigation at the time 
of the alleged escape attempt. Teelon was c called to the 
stand by First Assistant DA Michael Kavanagh, who is 
prosecuting with DA Francis J. Vogt. 
Teelon identified several items of evidence he removed 
from the car in which the three inmates and two deputies 
were riding. Those items included “ a piece of lead or metal" 
found under Bowerman’s body, who was slumped over on 
the back seat, broken glass and metal particles from thè floor 
mat on the passenger side in the front seat, and pieqes of 
lead (presumably bullets or bullet fragments) removed from 
the dashboard and the door sill on the passenger side in the 
front of the car. 


Teelon also recited a long list of items, including clothing, 
bullets, guns and security belts and handcuffs, which were 
submitted to the state police laboratory for examination. 


Under cross examination by attorney Karen Peters, 
representing McGivern, Teelon said Singer once told him 
that Fitzgerald had fired only one shot from his gun. which 
appently conflicts with other evidence, but does not neces­ 
sarily conflict with testimony by Smger a this trial. 
Attorney Henry Rothblatt, representing Culhane, ques­ 
tioned Teelon in depth about his training as an investigator 
in homicide cases. 


Earlier Thursday, Rothblatt was admonished by Judge 
Robert Kcker when he protested the judge's ruling on an 
objection. “ Don’t argue with the court, Mr. Rothblatt." 
Judge Ecker ordered Rothblatt. As the trial has worn on 
Judge Ecker has seemed to become increasingly more 
indisposed toward Rothblatt's frequent requests for bench 
conferences when prosecution objections are sustained.
